President Orders Pay 
Checks for Re-employed 


Be Ready Nov. 25. 


. WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 — {IP) — 
President Roosevelt received govern- 
mental reports today that a million 
men have been changed from relief 
rolls to the federal payroll through 
the civil works administration. 


Forthwith, he ordered" the depart- 
ments concerned to make sure that 
the first pay checks are ready a 
week from tomorrow. 


He named the veterans adminis- 
tration as disbursing agency in the 
financial operation. 
Swinging into action on the 
Roosevelt order, Frank T. Hines— 
veterans administrator—said the 
newly employed men can feel sure 
they will have pay checks in their 
hands Saturday. November 25, in 
time for Thanksgiving dinner or 
other needs. They will not be paid 
direct from Washington, but will 
receive their checks through the 
disbursing officers of the veterans 
administration in their state. 
While the work of disbursing pay 


weekly by check to the men on 
civil works administration projects 
is a huge task, Hines has the ma- 
chinery already set up to accom- 
plish it. The administration expects 
to disburse $400,000,000 to men on 
such projects between now and 
February, and has estimated four 
million jobs will be made available. 
Disbursing offices will receive the 
pay rolls on Friday of each week 
and will repare the checks to be 
given out on Saturday.

—Officers resumed dragging a sec- 
tion of San Francisco bay today 
for the body of Brooke L. Hart, kid- 
naping, victim. 
Four boats searched the water 
near the San Mateo Bridge, south 
of here, at the point where Thomas 
H. Thurmond and John Holmes, in 
their alleged confessions made pub- 
lic yesterday, said they beat the 
youth into unconsciousness, bound 
and weighted him and threw him 
into the swirling currents half an 
hour after seizing him in San Jose, 
November 9. 
A strip of cloth, corresponding to 
the material of the shirt which 
young Hart wore when he disap- 
peared, was found by the grapplers 
yesterday, it had attached to it 
what officers believed to be a piece 
of human flesh. 
Still held in the San Francisco 
jail as a precaution against possible 
mob action in San Jose, scene of 
the 
abduction, 
Thurmond 
and 
Holmes lost the air of bravado 
which they had exhibited in the 
earlier stages of their captivity. Of- 
ficers said they would take them to 
the scene of the grappling in an ef- 
fort to locate the body if the pres- 
ent search proved fruitless.

Litvinoff's Brother 


JSays People Must Pre- 


serve Rights Against 


Property. 


CHAMPAIGN, 111., Nov. 17—(AP) 


i—The Cardinal Newman award for 
1933 
was the possession of Sen. 


George Noms of Nebraska today, 
and with it came the congratula- 
tions of President Roosevelt. The 
award was made last night at a 
convocation on the University of 
Illinois campus by the Newman 
foundation of the university, with 
etate political leaders taking a 
prominent part in the ceremonies. 
President Roosevelt's message to 
the foundation, in which he de- 
scribed Senator Norris as "the man 
who has done so much to promote 
and establish liberal government in 
the United States," was read. 
"George Norris more than deserves 
this award and I congratulate the 
foundation upon his selection," said 
the president. 


In his address of acceptance Sen- 
ator Norris said that sellish am- 
bition to accumulate money must be 
curbed by law if civilization is to 
stand. As permanent remedies for 
the economic conditions of today he 
recommended progressive taxes up- 
on inheritance to redistribute wealth, 
shorter hours for labor, and a hu- 
manizing of the statute books. 
Limit Right To EntaiL 


"We ought," he said, "not only to 
shorten the hours of labor, but we 
ought to limit the right of wealth 
to entail itslef from one generation 
to another. A progressive inherit- 
ance tax which would make it im- 
possible for the 
property of one 
' generation to be apssed on intact 
to the people of a succeeding gen- 
eration, would, without injury to 
any living soul, gp far to bring us 
a permanent remedv." 


Such a tax would be more easily 
collected than any other with the 
least 
burden upon 
anyone, he 
averred. He added that the in- 
heritance tax "should allow a liberal 
exemption — an 
exemption evin 
large enough so that the beneficiary 
might live the balance of his life 
In luxury; and then it should be 
increased by progressive steps BO 
that the residue of the fortune 
could be passed back to the people, 
and thus be returned to the govern- 
ment whose laws made it possible 
for the fortune to be acquired." 
Senator Norris said he had no 
complaint against wealth as such, 
asserting that many men had ac- 
cumulated property 
with perfect 
honesty «and without injustice or 
Injury to fellow men. But even 
these men, he said, should not ob- 
ject to yielding after death a por- 
tion of their fortunes to the govern- 
ment. 


Hits Tax Dodgers. 


The Nebraska senator attacked 
men of wealth who dodge just taxes, 
referring 
to recent "disclosures" 
. . . of the unreasonable power 
wielded . . . and the wicked and 
Inhuman way in which these men 
have tried to control even the 
policies of our federal government 
"They use their financial power 
not only to 
increase thier own 


wealth to an unreasonable extent 
but to avoid the ordinary support 
of government which they honestly 
mm " He deplored not so much the

"Such men," said Norris, "do more 
injury to the stability of our gov- 
ernmental institutions than the 
highway robber who has the courage 
to commit his crimes upon the pub- 
lice streets in broad daylight." 
The senator asserted his belief 
that: 


"There is no inherent right in 


his property after he is dead," and 
that 


"The right to acquire property, 
and make unlimited profits, is not a 
sacred right." 


Must Change Laws. 


Both these rights, Norris said, are 


governed by laws which must be 
changed to conform with changing 
economic conditions. 
The factory owner, in replacing 


men with machines, Norris averred, 
should share the increased profits 
with labor by increasing wages and 
shortening hours of the remaining 
employes, and share with consum- 
ers by decreasing prices, bringing 
increased consumption thereby. 
The pathway of history, he said, 


is lined with the tombstones of dead 
governments because the people 
failed to preserve the rights of man 
as against the rights of property 
and to protect the weak against the 
oppression of the powerful." 


Government Menaced. 


He asserted that accumulation of 
property by the few menaces the 
perpetuity of government, and that 
the burden of permanently feeding 
and clothing twelve million unem- 
ployed would break down any sys- 
tem of public charity or taxation. 
Many persons believe conscientious- 
ly, Norris said, that nothing should 
be done about it, that conditions 
would right themselves. He felt that 
such a scheme would only allow 
wealth to gravitate more and more 
into the hands of a few, and he was 
certain that 
American 
farmers 


would 
never 
accept 
peasantry, 
American workmen never become 
toilers like those of czarist Russia, 
for "they have tasted too often of 
human freedom and before these 
adjustments could be brought about 
we would be plunged into a revolu- 
tion greater and more calamitous 
and more cruel than any revolution 
which has ever taken place. 


"We must do something now, and 


we must be willing to suffer the j 
disastrous changes which must take 
place in order to save our civiliza- 
tion and our system of government."

for about 1.540 francs. 


Some banking quarters in Wall 
street have also reported that cer- 
tain British interests have started 
to expand their balances with New 
York banks, after drawing them 
down sharply in past weeks. 


Insofar as is known here, it is 


believed that this has been done on 
the theory that the dollar may be 
stabilized sometime soon, and when 
it is, there will be a huge flow of 
fugitive funds from London back to 
New York, sharply depressing the 
ratio of the pound sterling to the 
dollar.

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We Build a Seadrome 
Why Force Solitary Drink- 


ing?

MIAMI, Fla., Nov. 17 — Uncle 


Bam, who seems to be as rich just 
now as some of his nephews are 
poor, is considering the expendi- 
ture of a million and a half to 
build a seadrome, landing and fuel- 
Ing station for airplanes, 500 miles 
out in the Atlantic ocean. It will 
be a baby seadrome, one-quarter as 
big as was at first nroposed. If it 
works, filers finding it and landing 
successfully as doubtless they will. 
a bigger seadiome will be built. Per- 
haps a series of them all across the 
ocean, allowing planes to hop from 
one to the other, like Eliza crossing 
on the cakes of ice. 


Very likely, by the time the first 
big seadrome is finished, airplanes, 
will consider a non-stop flight over 
the Atlantic a triviality. There will 
be a seadrome for sale cheap. 
It is less than 23 years since Lord 


Northcliffe paid a reward of $50,000 
to the first man that would fly 
across 
the 
English channel. A 
Frenchman won it. In those days 
they might have suggested a mid- 
channel "seadrome." 
G e r m a n y 


keeps a refueling ship in the south- 
ern Atlantic, to supply gas to Ger- 
man transatlantic planes. It works 
•well. 
The French "black squadron" of 


J8 airplanes, flying from France 
across north Africa, steering with 
precision, lands in the middle of 
the Sahara desert, at the little 
oasis of Bidon. There, in addition 
to water, they found 
a gasoline 


pump, planted in the desert for its 
fliers, by the French government. 
Long flights of airplanes "in for- 
mation," the Balbo flight, the 
present French "black squadron" 
flight Germans going back and forth 
with ferryboat regularity from Ber- 
lin to South America, ought to 
awaken the United States govern- 
ment. 
If that does not happen, one 


of those fleets may 
awaken our 
government some day with con 
siderable suddenness and unpleas- 
ant results. 


Solemn 
lawmakers, 
arranging 


the distribution of "hard liquor" 
after prohibition, object to "drink- 
ing on the premises," that is to say, 
where the liquor is sold.

Young Mr. Morgenthau's advancement to the head 


bf the treasury has caused certain men to cry that 
currency inflation was on its way, and the country is 
headed pell mell to the demnition bow wows. There 
hasn't been anything given out publicly that there is 
to be any new steps beyond the president's policy of 
pegging the price of gold. Even it has caused the 
staid old conservative group to shake its head sadly 
and to howl lustily. It wants to know where the dol- 
lar is going to terminate. It finds fault because the 
president keeps his silence and does not let them in 
on his plans. It hasn't been accustomed to treat- 
ment of that kind, and in some way. It has gained 
the idea that it is to be consulted, deferred to, and 
reverenced. 


There isn't any great mystery embraced in the 


present program of the administration. Its sole pur- 
pose is to raise commodity prices, more particularly 
farm products. It seeks to advance the price levels 
here at home, and to open the doors for an invasion 
of the foreign market. For while the American dol- 
lar Is declining in value on the foreign exchange, the 
gate is being opened for the consumers of these na- 
tions to purchase what they need here in the United 
States. Already there has been tangible results In 
the first objective, and within a short time, figures 
compiled by the department of commerce will dis- 
eloso what are the fruits in relation to the second 
aim. 


where they were and cover them over with a layer of 
asphalt. Treatment of that kind has proven very 
unsatisfactory, as the asphalt wears off in patches 
and the rails again become an aggravation as well as 
an obstruction to traffic. Examples of this are found 
on South Thirteenth between M and J, and on Four- 
teenth from N to P. 


Lincoln officials are doing the right thing In mov- 


ing to rid the city of such undesirable materials in 
the streets. They might well go further and ask for 
some additional federal money to smooth out the 
abominable dips in pavements at many of the street 
intersections—relics of an antiquated drainage sys- 
tem dating back to horse-and-buggy days. 


Another thing that could properly be included in 


the general scheme of emergency street Improve- 
ments would be to round off some of the square 
curb corners at downtown intersections, so as to per- 
mit a freer movement of vehicles when making 
turns. 


Consideration might also be given to closing up 


some of the unnecessarily wide entrances to filling 
stations, in order to provide more parking space in 
the congested business area.

Once again, it is sectionalism behind much of the

Should the same ratio be main- 
tained in a further reduction in the gold content of 
the dollar, it is computed that by January 26, a re- 
duction of 50 per cent in the gold content of the dol- 
lar will be accompanied by an approximate increase 
of 50 per cent in commodity prices.

It is a field in which the United States has much

ments running into hundreds of millions of dollars. 
That in itself in the national run of affairs tends to 
promote better trading arrangements. Prior to the 
war, it was largely European finance which gave 
Europe a strangle hold on South American com- 
merce. This, coupled with a skillfully created idea 
that Uncle Sam had designs on South American 
countries, completed the conquest. One very help- 
ful step has been the elimination of that feeling of 
hostility toward the United States in the Latin re- 
publics. 


It is no secret that the president is anxious to de- 


velop closer relationships between the United States 
and the countries of South America. The only ques- 
tion is how far should his representative go. What 
will be his authority m committing this country to 
a program of political co-operation for the main- 
tenance of peace on the two American continents? 
The committee on policy headed by William Allen 
White had proposed in its recommendations recogni- 
tion of the principle of "limited sanctions" against 
any American republic that resorts to force In vio- 
lation of its obligations. Secretary Hull is sympa- 
thetic, competent, and thoroughly able to meet any 
problem which arises and there need be no appre- 
hension on that point. 


The main purpose of his South American tour is 


economic rather than political. He will attempt to 
open up negotiations for reciprocal agreements to re- 
duce tariff barriers in order to provide markets for 
our goods. We in turn must be prepared to abolish 
some of our tariff walls directed against South 
American countries. When Mr. Hull returns the 
whole question of closer relationships may be 
opened up.

The condition ft caused by the 
action of two germs which seem 
always to be found together. There 
Is some question as to whether this 
is what biologists call "symbiosis.''

Curiously 
enough, they are found in practical- 
ly all mouths except those in which 
all the teeth have been removed; 
even in some of these edentulous

They are also found in many ap- 
parently normal tonsils. 


Under normal circumstances their 
presence appears to do no harm, 
but suddenly they may invade the 
gum tissue around the teeth and 
poducre » foul, sloughing, ulcerous 
inflammation. 
Again, they may 
spread out over the back of the 
throat, Invading this tissue and 
covering the soft palate and the 
tonsils with a membrane which is 
difficult to distinguish from diph- 
thera. What causes them to begin 
this activity is enirely unknown. 
They belong to a group of bacteria 
which are known as "oportunists": 
these opportunists may be normal 
inhabitants of the body, doing no 
harm, until resistance is lowered 
or some chemical change occurs, 
when they immediately begin their 
activity. 


Trench mouth is not to be con- 
fused with pyorrhea. 
although, 
sometimes in pyorrhea the Vin- 
cent's germs begin activity in the 
pyorrhea 
pockets. 
and trench 
mouth is superimposed upon the 
pyorrhea. 


Ether Vincent's trench mouth or 
Vincent's sore throat may cause 
the patient to be extremely ill. and 
result in great prostration. Treat- 
ment consists of the use of antisep- 
tic applications and drugs which 
are given in the vein, which have 
a tendency to kill off tbe germs 
directly. This aspect of the sub- 
ject will be treated more in detail 
in the article tomorrow.

Nebraska in Position to 


Profit as One of High 


Producing States. 


Nebraska corn and hoj producers 


Friday were 
informed by W H. 


Brokaw, director of the Nebraska 
agricultural college extension 63r- 
vlce. that application blanks and 
contracts to be used under th? fed- 
eral corn-hog program will b3 but 
one piece of paper and as short and 
simple as possible. 


Present plans in Washington callh 


for a form which will be simple to 
understand. 
Under present pro- 


visions, a farmer who signs the con- 
tract will agree to reduce corn 
acreage 20 per cent and hog num- 
bers 25 per cent. Snould a man 
grow one and not the other, he 
can sign up for the one he pro- 
duces 
Since the corn and hog adjust- 
ment is combined into ons con- 
tract, larmers who sign 
up will 
form one production control as- 
sociation to administer the plan 
within their county. Cost of local 
administration will be taken out of 
the corn and hog benefit payments 
on a pro-rata basis which is yet to 
be determined. 


Much Interest. 
Nebraska fanners are showing 
even more interest in the corn-no^ 
program than they 
did in the 
"Triple A" wheat adjustment plan 
Actual time of starting the educa- 
tional program, however, has not 
been set by officials in charge of the 
plan in this state. 
Iowa, Illinois and Nebraska farm- 
ers are more concerned with th3 
program than farmers of other 
states, if statistics are a tni3 guide 
to interest 
Nebraska ranks second 
in number of hogs marketed, third 
in value of hogs marketed, second in 
acreage of corn and third in bushels 
produced. The three states together 
produce 45 per cent of the hogs ?nd 
41 per cent of the corn of the entire 
country. 
Custer county corn and hoe grow- 
ers will benefit the most from the 
federal plan if they sign UD to co- 
operate in reducing the surplus. 
More farmers there produce corn 
and hogs than in any other county 
in Nebraska In all there are about 
3,500 producers in that county. Ne- 
bracka has seven counties with over 
2,000 hog producers and eight coun- 
ties with over 2,000 corn growers 
Custer, Kncx. Gage, Cedar, Platts, 
Saunders and Lancaster have th3 
most hog producers

Swingle of the bureau of plant in- 
dustry in the T?, S. department of 
agriculture from Washington con- 
ferred with college of agriculture 
authorities on the plan. 
The tentative plan contemplates 
DJanUng millions of seedlings, start- 
in?: next spring under federal su- 
pervision with the cooperation of 
he Nebraska agricultural college.

water wffl be planted. Most of the 
water erosion control work will be 
done In the southern and eastern 
lections while the wind erosion con- 
trol plantings will not be central- 
ized in anv particular locality. 
"The son erosion contr 1 work, as 
tentatively planned bv federal au- 
thorities, should accelerate Clarke- 
McNary stock planting in Ne- 
braska." Extension Forester Clayton 
WaUtins. who sat in on the confer- 
ence, declared.

In Boston it is 
thought that the wool market will 
continue to keep up the lamb prices. 
M. A. Alexander of the 
animal 
husbandry department at the Ne- 
braska agricultural college said to- 
day that information reaching him 
also indicates that foreign wool 
markets are showing strength. Not 
in many years has such a favorable 
stuation existed. 
Wool consumption has increased 
greatly and adds strength to hopes 
for the future. During the second 
quarter of 1933, the 
consumption 


reached the highest level of which 
there is a record. Some slowing 
down, as expected, was witnessed 
since mid-summer, but mill opera- 
tions are still sufficiently active to 
absorb all domestic wool now unsold 
long before the 1934 crop becomes 
available. 


Dairy Cows Higher. 


Good dairy cows with records are 
.selling for fair prices, E. C. Scheid- 
enhelm, extension dairyman at the 
Nebraska agricultural college, indi- 
cated Friday upon his return from 
outstate where he attended several 
outstanding public sales.

the $100 mark. 
Animals, without 
records, are not bringing the best 
prices.

number of cows in his dispersion 
sale, Thayer received $120 for his 
top animal.

keep records on their cows. A 
Holstein cow sold for $85. Burt 
Bloss and Son of Pawnee City re- 
ceived $100 for their top cow in a 
sale and an average of approxi- 
mately $70 per head.

NEW YORK — This year we ob- 
serve the 100th anniversary of the 
birth of Johannes Brahms, so 
there's an apt tale for you: 
Charles F. Posty, of the Radio 
City musical library staff, who has 
dedicated his latest 
composition, 


"The 
Spirit of America," to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, is a graduate of 
the Vienna Conservatory of Music 
where Brahms was one of 
his 
teachers. 


Posty was 18 when he played the 
first clarinet in the student orches- 
tra, and full of youthful snickers. 


He recalls Brahms in his late 
years, with patriarchal beard, sol- 
emn mien, standing only about 5 
feet, 5, and very corpulent. When 
he directed he went in for elab- 
orate acrobatics, and the whole ef- 
fect was amusingly grotesque. 
In July, 1895, when Brahms was 
rehearsing the students in his own 
composition, the Academische 
Overture, every time he would turn 
upon Posty for the clarinet to take 
over the melody, the young fellow 
would lose control of himself and 
break out laughing. 


It was evident that this peeved 
the great Brahms, but he over- 
looked it—in reharsals.

The mere fact that an adversary 


of the declarer holds four certain 
trump tricks does not necessarily 
guarantee the defeat of a contract 
even when, in addition to the four 
certain tricks, the player holds the 
ace of a suit that has been bid by 
his partner, as Mr. Ralph Brewster 
of Elizabeth, N. J, learned to his 
sorrow in a recent rubber game in 
which, with four sure trump tricks 
in the adversely bid suit, he cashed 
no other tricks whatever and thus 
what appeared to him to give 
promise of being an unusual penal- 
ty resulted in a fulfilled contract 
an* a rubber for vulnerable op- 
ponents. Freakish hands are laws 
unto themselves. When one or more 
players hold voids, it is well for all 
of the players to look out for dis- 
tributional storms calculated 
to 


wreck the- best laid plans of the 
most careful player. Usually it is 
the declaring side that feels most 
severely the impact of such distri- 
butional freaks, but in the particu- 
lar instance recorded below it was 
the defending player who found 
five apparently certain tricks, with 
prospects for more, melt down to 
the minimum represented by bis 
trump slii-ngth.

Plan For Coinage 


Of Metal. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17—(/P)— 


To other American monetary de- 
velopments there was added today a 
prediction 
by 
Senator Pittman, 


democrat, Nevada, long an advocate 
of silver remonetization, that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt "will take the initi- 
ative in the restoration of silver." 
"He has under consideration now 


various plans to accomplish this," 
said Pittman in a speech for the 
monetary conference called today 
by 
Senators Thomas, 
democrat, 


Oklahoma, and Smith, 
democrat, 
South Carolina. 


Urges Silver Coinage.. 


"One plan that I have submitted 
to him for his consideration," Pitt- 
man continued, "is the opening of 
the mints of the United States .to 
the coinage of silver produced In 
the United States." 
Prom the white house, though, 
here had come no indication that 
Mr. Roosevelt 
favored this plan 
above the many others that he is 
studying. But persons familiar with 
the president's program expressed a 
belief that eventually, at least, he 
would trv to do something more 
concrete for silver. 
With 
Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., 
this morning taking his oath as un- 
der secretary of the treasury, some 
administration sources held there 
•was no change likely soon in the 
government's monetary 
plan 


Whether the fact that the gold price 
yesterday, for a third consecutive 
day, was kept 
steady at $33.56 
meant Mr. Roosevelt was any nearer 
stabilization of the dollar in for- 
eign exchange none would say. 


Dollar Rebounds. 


The dollar had been skidding'— 


obviously faster than the adminis- 
tration desired. But late yesterday 
it rebounded vigorously in New 
York, in terms of other currencies, 
closing at $5.26 to the pound sterl- 
ing as against a peak of $5.52%. 


At the same time, Wall street took 
cognizance of reports that there 
would be federal action ot some 
sort to stem the export of capital 
through foreign exchange control 
although Washington officials de- 
nied knowledge of such steps. Com- 
modities strengthened, cotton and 
wheat went up. government bonds 
after early heavy sales and 
de- 


clines stiffened a little in later 
tradings. 


One bond influence, it was agreed, 


was disclosure in the weekly federal 
reserve 
statement that reserve 


banks last week bought only 2,000,003 
of the federal securities. This con- 
trasted with an average of $10,000,- 
000 for the last several weeks. 


Another factor in the situation 


was disclosure in *Washingtea that 


I Lewis Douglas, budget director, had 
set $2,500,000,000 as the limit he 
hopes to fix for federal expenditures 
in the next fiscal year. 


Douglas also denied that he was 


about to. resign, 
as had 
Dean 
Acheson, under secretary 
of the 


treasury, and as Secretary Woodin 
tried to do. Some other changes 
were expected by officials, but they 
would not say that specific posts 
were involved. O. M. W. Sprague, a 
treasury adviser, visited the white 
house yesterday and upon leaving 
told newspapermen that when he 
resigned they would hear about it.

was emphatically denied at the New 
York Federal Reserve bank today 
that George Tu< Harrison, Us govern- 
or, had given any assurance to 
French financial authorities that a 
definite, stable price for gold would 
be fixed in the American market. 
It was not denied, however, that 
Harrison had been in telephonic 
communication with French author, 
ities, as reported in Paris, althougii 
nothing was divulged as to the con- 
versation. It was stated that the 
reserve bank is in almost daily 
communication with Paris. 


Paris Comment. 


PARIS. Nov. 17—<#)—High finan- 
cial authorities said today that as- 
surance had been given tv George 
L. Harrison, governor of the New 
York Federal Reserve bank, that a 
stable and permanent price for Kold 
soon will be fixed on ths American 
market. 


They said Harrison 
telephoned 
from New York. 


There was much uncertainty in 


banking1 circles as to whether this 
would affect the American dollar, 
since it was felt the dollar had 
broken away from the control of 
the gold price at present.

press never is won finally but must 
be fought over and over by each 
succeeding generation. 
"None of you can doubt his re- 
sponsibility there. But another re- 
sponsibility lies heavily on you, too. 
We are in revolution, and it will be 
for the coming generation to decide 
whether the press shall, be kept de«- 
cent enough and respectable enough 
to be worth fighting for. 'For it is a 
too-often-forgotten 
axiom 
that 
great institutions seldom perish un- 
der attacks from without. 
They 


crumble from within."
